Farm Research 


THE PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS of agricultural research have long 
heen appreciated by Canadian farmers and there has been growing realiza- 
tion of its value in solving many of the problems connected with the operas 
tion of the farm. Work carried on by research scientists at universities, 
government experimental farms, the National Research Council and other 
organizations have contributed much towards the improvement of crops, 
livestock, farm machinery and many other phases of agricultural produc- 
tion, Although this work has been going on for many years, there are an 
unlimited number of problems yet to be solved and scientists are con- 
tinually adding to the store of ‘knowledge which helps the farmer in his 
work.

Plan Tried experimental farm heads, held in Ottawa, and Mr. H. H. 
Hannam, president of the Canadian Federation of Agri- 
In Alberta culture suggested that there should be a closer working 
relationship between government experimental stations and farmer's asso- 
ciations, Reference was made to the committee established last year by 
the Alberta Federation of Agriculture to work with the Lacombe Experi- 
mental Farm in Alberta, More such committees, Mr, Hannam suggested, 
would serve as a two-way link between research workers and farmers, 
Through them, farmers would be better able to make their problems known 
to the experimental farm staff, and this would benefit the research workers 
as well as the farmers. 

Cordial relations have always existed between the 
scientists and the farmers, Mr. Hannam said, but he 

suggested that farmer’s organizations throughout the 
Is Suggested SOUHERD would welcome a closer working relationship 
between the two groups. Agricultural research is essentially the applica- 
tions of science to the problems of the farm and undoubtedly an effective 
link between the farm and the laboratory would be desirable. The forma- 
tion of committees from the membership of farm organizations would be 
one means of bringing this about. The staff of experimental stations could 
also assist through making themselves acquainted with the problems of 
the farmers in the surrounding communities. Any steps which will in- 
crease the contributions which research is making to Canadian agi\culture 
will be welcomed not only by the scientists and the farmers, but also by the 
general public, which ultimately shares in the benefits,

One noon camp the old set- 
tler sent his boy to the creek—now | 
Cameron Creek—for a pail of water, | 
while Bill built a fire. 

Soon after, Oliver shouted back to} 
his dad; 

“Dad, come down here quick and | 
see this black water!” | 

“Old Bill’ trudged down to the 
creek, as excited as the boy, and see- 
ing the “black water” on the edge 
of the creek, felt it, tasted it and 
yelled:

The old man and his boy threw a 
log across the creek catching the oil 
as it seeped into the water. This 
done Bill returned with some gunny 
sacks, dropped them flat on the sur- 
face where the oil was floating on 
the water, then he squeezed the oil 
into a barrel.

“Old Bill” sold it at $1 a gallon for 
lubricating oil, as a cattle wash, for 
cough medicine, as a sore throat cure 
and, if you please—for pneumonia, 
And a lot of the early settlers said 
it worked, 

“I used some of that Kootenai 
Lakes oil for greasing my mowing 
machine and disc in the early days,” 
said J. Y. Card, in reéalling this 
pioneer Alberta discovery, 

Legend says that once, returning 
from a trip to Cardston to the Ald- 
ridge’ cabin in the mountains, “Old 
Bill” was taken ill, Afraid he was 
going to die, he said to Oliver: 

“Oliver, look in the jockey-box and 
get me a bottle of our oil—it will kill 
or cure,” 

He took a couple of deep gulps of 
the crude—straight. And was soon 
on his feet and driving his outfit to 
the Kootenai country, 

The findings of the Olivers started 
what was rated at that time Al- 
berta's first “oil boom”.

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Gardening Indoors 

It's possible to build a garage or 
even a house without a plan but it is 
hardly to be recommended. The same 
applies to a garden, though the plan- 
ning is much more simple and it is 
a lot of fun, too. In fact with a 
pencil, a bit of paper and a seed 
catalogue one can put in a very 
pleasant evening while waiting for 
soil and weather to warm up out of 
doors, 


Vegetable Planning 

No elaborate plans are required un- 
less one is going to do things on a 
big and lavish scale. For the vege- 
table plot, indeed it is just a matter 
of simple straight lines and a little 
knowledge of the size the various 
kinds will grow and when it is safe 
to plant them. Where space is very 
limited one can get a great deal more 
by interplanting short season things 
like lettuce, radish, spinach, etc., 
with say carrots, beets, beans. The 
latter will take much longer to ma- 
ture and will require full space after 
the quick growers have been harvest- 
ed, 

Another space saving trick is to 
train vines like cucumbers, melons 
and squash along boundary fences or

In the very small urban plot one 
should concentrate on those vege- 
tables that take up the least room 
for the number of meals produced.

On the other hand it 
is positively amazing the quantities 
of beans, carrots, beets, lettuce, rad- 
ish that one can harvest from a 
patch of ground no more than 10 feet 
each way,

BISSETT, Man.—People who are finicky about their diet should try 
the fare of “English John”, a trapper on the fringe of this rock-girt min- 


ing 


settlement, 100 miles northeast of Winnipeg. English John has lived 


with the Indians of Manitoba as one of them since he was a small boy. 
He speaks the language better than most natives. 


He even thinks like an Indian, In 
conversation he makes constant ref- 
erence to “the white man” although 
he is one himself, 

In his time—John figures he’s 
“somewhere around 63''—he has eat- 
en most of the foods of his adopted 
brothers including caribou, fish, beav- 
er, squirrel, lynx and hawks. But he 
has often gone hungry while on the 
trap-line trail, 

“Sometimes we would go three and 
four days without food,” he says. 
“We had to live on the wild stuff. If 
there was none we went hungry. 
But I backed up on night owls and 
skunks, That was too much for me,” 

Typical fare of trappers in this 
district is illustrated by the assort- 
ment of foods served up at a trap- 
pers’ banquet here recently, 

First they brought in beavertail 
soup, flavored with mint leaf. This 
was followed by a 25-pound roast of 
beaver served with rose petal jam. 

Other items on the menu were: 
Tomato juice; wild rice worth $2.50 
a pound; roast turkey and dressing; 
potatoes; gravy; wax beans; cran- 
berry, apple, gooseberry, chokecherry, 
mossberry and mountain ash jellies; 
picked nasturtium pods; roast flying 


and coffee, 

English John has no intention of 
| leaving his Indian friends, But he 
admits he gets tired of trapping 
sometimes and takes the odd trip out 
|—always to Bissett. . 

He says that at one time, when 
he first came to Manitoba, he spont 
| 36 years in the bush with Indians 
| without seeing a white man, 

“When .I first saw my own kind 

again I was so shy of them I couldn't

His real name is John Henry
